OF 
STATE 
GOVERN- 
MENT 
The co st o f state go vernment in the 
United States has increased o ver a billio n 
do llars since we entered the wmrld war. 
The Department o f Co mmerce gives sta­ 
tistics fo r the fo rty-eight states. Expendi­ 
tures in all states to taled $1,614,562,,- 
230 fo r 1925 and $1,513,628,021 fo r 1924 
— and $517,503,220 fo r 1917. 
The co st 
o f state go vernment co ntinues to rise, de­ 
spite President Co o lfdge’s appeal fo r eco ­ 
no my in municipal, state, and federal go v­ 
ernment. 
The federal adminitsratio n has 
})alanced its budget, reduced the public 
debt, and also the lax burden o n the peo ­ 
ple. 
But the states are no t so fo rtunately 
situated. 
The o utlays fo r permanent impro ve­ 
ments in all fo rty-eight states fo r 1925 
were 
o ver $500,000,000— fo ur-fifths o f 
this being fo r highways. 
State revenues 
were $129,319,990 smaller than expendi­ 
tures. 
In o nly seven states were there 
sufficient funds to meet all payments dur­ 
ing the year. 
Elsewhere the mo ney had 
to be bo rro \ved. 
Taxes ro se to $115,176,- 
000 o ver tho se o f the previo us year. 
The 
average per capita tax impo sed by state 
go vernments in 1925 was $13.19 o r mo re 
than do uble that o f ten years ago . 
The 
assessed valuatio n

pro perty in the 
fo rty-eight states was $136,184,490,483 
in 1925. 
General pro perty taxes levied

Truly this is an era o f rising co st o f

Tvernment. 
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1-illio ii that must 1-e so ld this Christmas 
seaso n will quickly be distribuìed and 
ano ther year o f effective warfare against 
the white plague will be assured. 
The Christmas Seal is the standard o f 
o ne o f the mo .-l 
lg>peful 
and 
dramatic 
fights ever made against disease. 
This 
fight is being made against o ne o f the 
o ldest plagues that have afflicted m/ui. 
Fo r thirty o enturies the dread disea-e has 
go ne steadily o n, marking its victims and 
leaving them to a lingering death. 
The 
appro ach o f the disease is so slo w and 
gives so little warning that fo r many cen­ 
turies plagues 
go t in their 
devastating 
wo rk so quickly and o penly that man was 
mo ved to o rganize fo r self-pro tectio n and 
succeeded in wiping them o ut.

last twenty years educatio n and sanita­ 
tio n have co mbined to cut the death rate 
fro m tuberculo sis in two . 
Medical ex­ 
perts estimate that keeping the disease 
under co ntro l fo r thirty-five years will 
mean virtually exterminating it. 
Will the public give seven billio ns o f do l­ 
lars in the 
next 
thirty-five 
years to 
abo lish tuberculo sis o r will it permit tu­ 
berculo sis to take fro m it twenty-six bil­ 
lio ns o f do llars and many tho usands o f 
lives? 
That is the challenge which the 
natio n answers every Christmas.
